S triking a balance can be a very difficult 
thing to do when you're trying to 
please several different sets of people. 

I've lost track of the number of times I've 
been moaned at for writing about mega 
vehicles that the average Joe couldn't 
hope to build or own - and then if we 
include more of the sort of vehicles that 
self-same average Joe has built on his 
driveway, you can guarantee there'll be an 
advertiser complaining that the magazine 
is full of two-bit sheds. 

The fact is that the green laning and 
playday communities are a million miles 
away from the top end of challenge and 
comp safari. All use off-road vehicles, but 
there the resemblance ends. Likewise 
people who can afford nearly-new 4x4s 
and those who need to stay on top of the 
costs by keeping an ancient motor alive. 
What do they have in common, aside from 
four-wheel drive? Not a lot. 

Except one thing - which is that most 
people in the off-road game, whatever 
their level, started out in more or less the 
same place. A bloke standing looking at 
everyone else and trying to work out what 
truck he needs to buy so he can join them. 

One of the articles in this month's issue 
is about a chap who found himself in that 
situation. Marc Rees came to off-roading 
without any outside influence on what 
he should drive - yet he assumed that 
the only choice open to him was to buy 
a Land Rover 90. Then he saw how much 
they cost and decided it was time to see 
how the alternatives looked, and pretty 
soon he was building himself a tidily 
prepped green lane Pajero. 

It does amaze me, when I think back 
on how many really capable off-road 
vehicles were built back in the 90s, that 
more people don't make the most of 
them now. The Pajero/Shogun, Trooper, 
Surf/4Runner, Frontera, Maverick/Terrano, 
Cherokee. . . it seems ridiculous, but these 
were the'soft-roaders'of their time, rarely 
used for anything tougher than towing 
a caravan. The potential in an old one is 



vast, yet people are still coming into the 
hobby thinking it has to be a 90 because 
there's nothing else. 

Marc learned quickly enough, as you'll 
see, and he also managed to have his eyes 
wide open when it came to modifications. 
If you listen to the kind of person whose 
pet hate is a punter with ingenuity and a 
have-a-go attitude, going out without at 
least ten grand of accessories bolted to 
your truck makes you a duffer. But Marc 
proves the timeless truth that a fool and 
his money are soon parted, while a wise 
man spends a little well. 

Fact is, you don't need to make a whole 
lot of modifications to turn a sound old 
truck into a trusty off-road toy. For sure, 
if your ambitions dwell in a higher place 
you'll need the vehicle to pursue them, 
but if laning's your thing there are some 
mods you should even actively avoid. Fit 
vast suspension so you can run equally 
vast tyres, and there might be one or two 
times in a year when you make it along 
a lane your mates can't. But the same 
suspension will have stopped you literally 
dozens of times from fitting down lanes 
with low tree branches. 

Marc's idea was to get a good, cheap 
truck, make the mods he needed to and 
go out to play, then learn from there. It's 
an approach that's been serving people 
well for years: most have remained happy 
laners, while others have gone on to be 
champions in the competitive field. 

The saddest thing to see is when people 
refuse to take that approach, get stars in 
their eyes and end up spending a king's 
ransom on everything they think they 
need to get into off-roading. Invariably, 
they're gone from the hobby in months, 
sadder, wiser and poorer. 

Off-roading is a thing best done slowly 
and steadily. And that applies in more 
ways than one.

OFF-ROAD SCENE 
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YOU CAN ALWAYS TELL when 
winter is retreating and the days 
are getting longer. This glorious 
time of year is when more and 
more clubs start to come out 
of hibernation, as sites begin to 
reopen after the wettest part 
of the year and the hours of 
daylight stretch out far enough 
for a playday to be just that - 
rather than a few snatched hours 
between dawn and dusk. 

At the start of February, the 
Jeep Owners Club visited the 
old quarry at Yarwell, on the 
border of Northamptonshire 
and Cambridgeshire near 
Peterborough, for the very first 
time. This vast site has been going 
for decades, and it has everything 


a club could want in order to host 
one awesome playday. 

Now, Jeeps originate from a 
place where there is an abundance 
of land. So they will have felt right 
at home in Yarwell - though the 
weather was definitely more Alaska 
than Arizona. 

Still, off-roaders know what to 
do. Wrap up warm and hit the 
burger van for every meal of the 
day (and maybe a couple more in 
between), and you'll feel ready to 
tackle the terrain like Sir Ranulph 
Fiennes embarking on his latest 
global expedition. 

In certain areas at Yarwell, too, 
you really can feel on top of the 
world as you look down upon the 
enormous lake in the middle of 




the quarry. It's high around the 
edge here - that's quarries for you, 
of course. 

Many off-roader drivers like 
to see if their snorkelled 4x4 is 
capable of transforming into a 
submarine, as well all know only 
too well. But on this occasion, 
while a few had a little paddle 
at the shoreline, no-one fancied 
being the person who lost their 
Jeep in the abyss. Some clubs 


are characterised by rough old 
sheds that'll never see another 
MOT, which get dragged along 
on a rusty trailer and leave on a 
one-way trip to the crusher. But 
the Jeep Owners Club are not like 
that at all - on the contrary, this 
was a playday full of late-letter JK 
Wranglers, smart Grands and three 
different shapes of Cherokee - a 
KJ and even a KK in addition to the 
inevitable XJs. 
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The Wrangler and Grand Cherokee are at the opposite ends of the scale when it comes to Jeep's dual personality as a maker of off-road 
trucks and luxury SUVs. Even in family-friendly Unlimited form, the former is unmistakably an off-roader: even from two models ago, the 
latter has 'style wagon' written all over it. But Jeep being Jeep, one thing they've got in common is that behind the wheel of either, you're in 
a commanding position to tackle the sort of terrain that leaves most other 4x4s looking for another way round 


So, no-one on a mission to 
murder their car, then. Which 
reflects well on the club, and made 
life easy for Neal Gascoine - who 
was marshalling throughout the 
day, in between setting out in 
search of adventures of his own. 

'Generally, members were 
impressed with the site,' said Neal. 
'There's a bit of something for 
everyone. First-time off- readers 
were impressed with both the site 
and the environment created for 
them, enabling them to explore 
with a feeling of safety. More 
experienced members were 


impressed with the size of the site 
and variety of terrain.' 

He's not joking! Where most 
people tend to congregate at the 
start of the day, then exchange 
stories afterwards of how Mr A had 
to rescue the over-exuberant Mr B, 
the rather sandy ground at Yarwell 
is good for traction - ideal for 
newcomers to the game who want 
to experiment with the first stages 
of off-roading. 

A few of the more experienced 
drivers and marshals took the 
novices out and about in convoys 
to help them get their heads 


around what Yarwell's like. And 
there were no sad faces when they 
emerged hours later. No shock 
there, then - the site could be 
half the size and you'd still have a 
plenty to go at! 

For the more experienced driver, 
you needn't worry about the site 
failing to keep your attention. 

If you don't relish the thought 
of sailing your 4x4 across the 
stagnant seas (wise), you could 
ascend the sandy dunes, climb 
rutted tors or push through huge 
expanses of mud. What were we 
saying about traction? Becoming 


stuck has never been so easy - 
providing you went looking for it. 

While the area may have been 
as overwhelming in size as Kansas, 
we can report that no-one was 
found parched and malnourished, 
standing by the side of their Jeep, 
trying to funnel lake water into it 
to see if it'll spark back into life. 

Or maybe we just haven't been 
looking hard enough... 

The machinery wasn't the only 
thing from the USA at Yarwell 
on the first Saturday of February, 
either, with a handful of American 
owners behind the wheel. But 






while the likes of Steve Ransom in 
his modified TJ were busy seeking 
out the most extreme nooks and 
crannies of the site, there were 
plenty of new Jeeps flying around 
too - no bad thing at all. 

It's good to see new vehicles 
being able to tackle this sort of 
terrain. Back when Jeep arrived in 
the UK, every 4x4 on the market 
had low box and at least one live 
axle: now the Wrangler is one of 
the only vehicles left whose basic 


design isn't compromised by the 
need to put school-run manners 
ahead of off-road ability. 

'As a club, we try to encourage 
new members to explore the 
capabilities of their Jeeps,' 
continued Neal. 'Most tend to 
be impressed with the friendly 
approach of the club and its 
welcoming, helpful nature. The 
club team works hard to present 
an environment which enables 
new members to feel welcome.' 



Yarwell was a Cherokee-spotter's paradise when the Jeep Owners 
Club came to play. XJs are so cheap these days (not to mention easy 
to modify) that you'll always see a few at an event like this; the KJ 
that replaced it is nowhere near as mod-friendly, but they're also 
cheap to buy these days and one of these, too, makes an A1 off-road 
toy in showroom nick. As for the KK, seen inset on the first page, 
when did you last see one of these being used off-road? In fact, 
when did you last see one of these full stop? 


I wonder how many new Range 
Rovers or Discovery 4s you would 
see confronting Yarwell on a 
Saturday afternoon... Unfair? 

We're talking about Wranglers, 
after all, not new-shape Grand 
Cherokees. So the equivalent 
would be Puma-engined 90s. And 
how many of those do you see at 
the average Landy bash? You get 
the point... 

Nevertheless, whether it's new 
or old, this is a club that really does 
tick all the boxes for any owner 
of the legendary Jeep brand. 'Our 
club ethos is to encourage all 
owners to explore what they can 
do with their Jeep and hopefully 
offer something for all tastes,' 
explained Neal. Many of the 
30-odd vehicles that turned up 
were the owner's daily drive - and 


there can be nothing better than 
owning a 4x4 which keeps your 
smile as wide when dropping the 
kids to school as it does when 
spending the day in its element at 
fantastic sites like Yarwell. 

Yarwell is so fantastic, in fact, 
that the Jeep Owners Club is 
already planning to go back there. 
In fact, it's going to host their main 
summer event on 4-5 July. 

A few weeks after that, the 
club will be heading forth on a 
big expedition to no less exotic a 
place than Corsica. And if you've 
ever gone trail riding there... well, 
you'll probably be turning to the 
classified ads right after this and 
seeing if you can find yourself a 
Jeep. Once you've got that small 
matter sorted out, the club is at 
www.jeepowners.club.

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We believe that by supporting the 
Viking 4x4 Club and encouraging 
new members, it will guarantee the 
ongoing success of this series/ 

Viking events are well known 
for their friendly rivalry, and for the 
help and encouragement offered to 
newcomers to the challenge scene. 
For the first few years, the series ran 
three classes based on the number of 
winches and lockers on the vehicles 
taking part, however 2014 saw the 
introduction of an Entry Level class 
for trucks with an MOT certificate 
and a single low-line winch (that is, 
not 8274-type). The idea was to open 
up the event so that the average 
'green laner' with a winch could also 
take part. 

The entry fee for this class was 
also offered at a reduced rate of just 
£35 per event, which is £1 5 cheaper 
than the other classes. There are a 
couple of mandatory rules such as 
an MSA competition license, which 
is relatively low cost and readily 
accessible, and wire ropes are not 
allowed, but that aside the aim 
is simply to get as many people 
involved as possible. 

So, if you've always wanted to 
give winch challenges a try but 
haven't ever got round to it, or find 
the standard of competition at top 
level events intimidating, this should 
be the perfect place to start.

The first clearance day began with 
a rendezvous at Corfe Castle, before 
the work crew, equipped with saws, 
loppers and secateurs, drove up over 
Rollington Hill to West Hill to start 
clearing the masses of encroaching 
vegetation that was all but blocking 
Ridgeway Hill at Cocknowle. 

By the end of a very hard day, 

DLRC members had cleared a stretch 
of just over 400 yards of the trackway. 
And they were very pleased when 
every person using the lane on that 
Saturday said how nice it was to see 
them helping to keep the lanes clear. 
People also commented on the fact 
that no lane clearing or maintenance 
had been done for years! 

Club Rights of Way Officer Jim 
Welch said afterwards: 'If we want

IN THE LAST FEW YEARS, there has been a growing fascination with video recording equipment You can 
stick cameras to your windscreen, dashboard or even helmet in order to capture your mobilised moments - 
there's no end of comical and/or horrifying bits of video going around on the internet, and you only need to 
look at the tragic air crash in Taiwan to demonstrate the spread of these things.

POWERBRAKE COMES TO UK 


IN LAST MONTH'S ISSUE, we 
told you the story of Benediktas 
Vanagas, the Dakar driver who 
completed the rally despite wiping 
out the front of his Hi-Lux three 
times and having to do the second 
half of the event with a broken 
wrist. Well, among the top-quality 
kit on his vehicle was a Bik Brake Kit 
from Powerbrake, the South African 
manufacturer whose products have 
just become available in the UK. 

This is serious kit for serious 
motors. Powerbrake is used to 
providing the stopping power 
for proto-class race trucks - the 
company does also make systems 
for production vehicles, though 
by the time you've decided you 
need this level of braking ability it's 
unlikely your 4x4 will look much 
like it did when it left the factory. 

At the top of the range, 
Powerbrake offers its Big Brake Kits 
(BBKs). These are custom-designed 
for hardcore motorsport - though 
the company admits that people 
like them for their jaw-dropping 
looks, too. 

'If you want to opt for the most 
robust of the BBKs for off-road 
use, then the 330 x 32mm kit, 
which uses our 6-piston Dakar 
caliper, is the way to go,' says 
Powerbrake. 'This kit does not have 
the largest diameter disc - we do 
a 350 X 34mm kit for people who 


want the largest possible disc 
from an aesthetic viewpoint. 

But in Powerbrake's opinion, the 
350 X 34mm disc is overkill in 
terms of thermal capacity and 
unsprung weight' 

Honesty? We like that. 'The 
6-piston Dakar caliper is practically 
indestructible, with internal fluid 
crossovers. Rocks cannot damage 
these crossovers in heavy off-road 
conditions, as may the case with 
our road and race BBKs. We have 
sold almost 400 of these calipers 
to off-road race teams around the 
world with excellent results. 

If you're doing your sums and 
shaking your head, fear not. 
Powerbrake also makes a 320 x 
32mm version of the same disc - 
that's 10mm smaller in diameter, 
allowing it to fit within a 1 6" wheel 
rim. It's still a hardcore piece of kit, 
though - the company has supplied 
it to a number of Dakar teams 
running 16" rims. 

'In a nutshell,' concludes 
Powerbrake, 'by opting for the 
PB621 6-piston / 330 x 32mm BBK, 
you will be getting the closest thing 
that you can buy to a Dakar brake 
setup. Obviously, the Dakar cars 
have similar systems on the rear, 
which is not necessary on a street / 
off-road leisure vehicle at all. 

'They also run extremely high- 
friction, high-temp Endless pads. 



Your kit would be 
supplied with Endless 
MX72 compound 
pads which are one 
of the best street 
and off-road pads 
on the world 
market. They will 
last an extremely 
long time, as they 
have at least 
twice the pad 
volume of your 
OEM pads and are 
manufactured 
from a compound 
that lasts very 
well.' 

Something 
else you get by 
ordering this kit is 
a three-week wait. 

It's not held in stock, 
being so specialised, 
so yours would be 
manufactured to 
order. Reassuringly 
high quality, you 
might say.

Put 
them together with a bit of resculpting to the arches and they allow the Rangey to wear 33" 
tyres without fouling

Finally, one day he was at a loose end. So 
he started sketching out a plan on the rear 
windows, and next thing he knew he was 
cutting metal. Using a ruler and white marker 
pen, he measured the job at 508mm. 

'I went round it drilling out the factory welds 
and measuring forward from every point. I 
found that if you take 508mm out of everything, 
all the original lines match up - except for the 
roof, where the curve at the back is 2 " lower 
than the point 508mm further forward. So I 
had to make a section to fill that in and match 
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it up, but I managed to get it so that the two 
sections of the tailgate open and shut perfectly.' 
An improvement on most Range Rovers that 
haven't even been bobtailed, then. 

He also left an extra inch of metal when 
measuring up, which he folded down to make 
a seam after making the cuts. 'It's quite easy,' he 
says. 'Better than trying to weld or pop-rivet it.' 

The shortened chassis was finished off 
with a new crossmember, and in went a small 
petrol tank; the vehicle had already been LPG 
converted, so this just needed to hold enough 
for starting. In went a new floor, inner and outer 
sills and front inner wings - as well, of course, as 
the necessary repairs to the crumpled front end 
Sean's mate had given it all those years ago. 

'When I started to strip it,' says Sean, 'it had 
previous damage. The front chassis leg on the 
passenger's side had filler in it. As I looked into 
it more and more, I could see the damage here 
and there.' 

Definitely a case for a full rebuild, then. The 
front slam panel (rems of) were replaced with 
one from an early four-door and, wherever he 
could do it, Sean welded it up using stainless 
steel. On the wing tops, the steel and aluminium 
originals were remade in 2x2"ally, and stainless 
fixings were used throughout. 



Engine number three is an ABRO-built Army V8, which Sean modified to take EFi fuelling 
and run on LPG. The bodywork around it was extensively remade after the Rangey had been 
badly damaged in a traffic accident, and the chassis was ridded of filler after it had been 
badly bodged in a workshop crime 



Above left: Having gone from car to project in the twinkling of an eye when its previous owner stacked it into the back of a Mercedes, the 
Range Rover came to Sean with no more than the remnants of a front end.

Sean was determined to make the bobtail 
job as neat and tidy as possible. Matching 
the shorter rear body to the curve on the 
roof was the trickiest part - though you 
wouldn't think it to look at the finish he's 
achieved. Both parts of the tailgate open 
and shut perfectly, he says, and there are 
people with standard Range Rovers who 
aspire to one day being able to say that 


Elsewhere, the axles were rebuilt using 
28-spline shafts and ARB diff-locks. They're still 
attached using the same geometry, but Sean 
fabricated new mounts for the rear radius arms 
after bending one of them forward by a couple 
of inches. How do you even DO that? 'Coming 
backwards down a hill at about 30mph and 
one wheel hitting a concrete block,' he explains, 
which might make your bottom twitch a little. 

So too might the history of what's gone on 
beneath the bonnet. The first V8 lasted all of 
seven minutes, though Sean managed to get 
an entire RTV out of it by doing the whole event 
at 4000rpm. 'That was just to keep the oil light 
from coming on. And it only takes 4psi to make 
it go out...' 

The next engine managed 6-7 hours, which 
was enough for Sean to decide he'd had 
enough of this. So in went an ABRO-built Army 
V8, modded with new rocker covers and front 
pulleys and fitted with the EFi system from 
engine number two. This is what's in there now, 
with the LPG keeping it sensible as a road-going 
vehicle - which it very much is. 

Keeping a bobtail as your daily drive is a bit 
of a mission in most cases, especially if you 
also want it to be a four-seater, but this is an 
example which you feel could carry it off quite 
comfortably. It's an incredibly sound example of 
a modded Classic by any standards, but it's got 
something so many bobtails lack - a sense of 
real workmanship. 

Make no mistake, this is a serious off-roader. 
But unlike all too many of that breed, it's a well 
finished everyday car too. Definitely something 
to aspire to. 'I like things to be just so,' concludes 
Sean. 'If you're going to do it, do it right.' Wise 
words, whatever you drive.

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addy, where is that car going?' A bit of 
\a pause follows, while father tries to 
/think of a sentence to come back with 
that won't give away the sad fact that 
in all honesty, he doesn't actually know the true 
answer himself. 

'That's where big cars go off and play 
together,' he finally replies. It's a bodge of an 
answer, but in actual fact it's correct. A 4x4 has 
just indicated, slowed down, turned off the road 
and disappeared up a muddy lane under the 
canopy of deciduous foliage. 

Marc Rees and his son Henry were in this 
position not too long ago. Not really aware 
of green laning, they were curious to find out 
where these 'big cars' were going off to and 
what might lie at the other end of the lane. 

Figuring that they needed something to do 
with their time for when Marc's wife Jennie 
and daughter Fern go and play with ponies, he 
set about investigating this 4x4 lark. What he 
discovered was. . . well, it has now become their 
father-and-son quality time, which says it all. 

'I had it in my head that I needed to get into 
laning,' explains Marc. 'Initially I thought"Right, 
I'm going to have to get a Defender then"- 
but they're a bit expensive for a hobby you've 
never done before! 

'I found myself on forums and Facebook 
asking about Pajeros and someone 
recommended Dave Knapp from DK 
Automotive. He's had Pajeros in the past himself 
and knows them mechanically very well. Dave 
basically said you need to do this and that and 
he carried out the build.' 

It goes to show that you don't need to spend 
thousands of pounds on modifying your truck 
to reap all the benefits of the UK's countryside. 
Marc has stuck to the philosophy of 'less equals 
more'and he's as happy as the next laner.The 
next laner being, of course, Henry himself! 

'The Pajero does everything I want it to,' says 
Marc. 'We took it up to Strata Florida last year 
with some others, camping in the mountains 
for a few days. I was the only one who had a 
trouble-free trip!' 
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Above: One of the most simple and effective mods you can carry out on a vehicle with torsion-bar suspension is to wind them up. Well, it's 
one of the most simple and effective ways of killing yourself if you don't do it carefully, but the fact that there's a set of 33" tyres under 
the arches and a man behind the steering wheel who still has his head on illustrates that this didn't happen here. A couple of inches is as 
far as you'd want to go, for fear of creating something with the world's worst ride quality, but happily it's also as far as you need to go to 
transform the Pajero's capabilities

Occasionally, Marc will head out with the 
North Somerset Land Rover Club and he admits 
there is 'some' heckling when he pulls up. Not 
that this fazes him in the slightest. 'I wouldn't 
swap from a Pajero. As they say, if it ain't broke, 
don't fix it!' 

That's part of Marc's reasoning for choosing 
the Pajero in which to make the jump from 
tarmac to trail. He reckons this is the ideal 
budget green laner - and it's so good that his 
wife now has one too, in long-wheelbase form! 


'This Pajero is my first modified 4x4. And if this 
one gives up the ghost, it's been done in such a 
way that I can just unbolt the mods and switch 
them over to the wife's. 

'The LWB one gets a lot of love and attention 
- it's serviced twice a year. Not like mine, which 
gets really used and abused. But when I do 
convert, I fancy taking it on a longer trip, maybe 
to the Pyrenees.' 

There is a third car in Marc's life, but as it's a 
BMW X5 it's probably best to leave the Pajero 



to do the off-roading.The Mitsubishi has been 
in his possession for nearly two years and Marc 
is in no rush to make any more changes to his 
weekend wonder. 

He's toying with the idea of a body lift, but 
says he may look at fitting extended shocks 
before that for a bit of extra articulation. Either 
way, he can afford to keep his options open. 

'The cost of the mods is cheaper than for 
the Defender, and there's plenty of backup 
and advice from the Pajero clubs and forums. 



Independent suspension isn't normally 
thought of as being desirable for an off- 
roader, but one benefit you do get from 
it is that your steering bars are tucked up 
well out of harm's way. With a JAOS skid 
plate between the 'axle' and Mother Earth, 
there should be less chance than ever of any 
painful impacts happening 
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Above: When you're just starting out, you don't want to take risks. And with Mitsubishi's 2.8 TD, you can't really go wrong. This SOHC unit 
produces 123bhp - ample for laning, and with a timing chain instead of a belt it's a good, reliable unit. It may be standard in this instance, 
but there are some modest upgrades available should Marc want a bit of extra poke; in the meantime, a snorkel helps keep it healthy 

Below: If the sight of a super-hairy off-road tread on a lane truck makes you flinch, you'll approve of Marc's choice. The Cooper Discoverer 
STT is a very fine all-round mud-terrain tyre which is excellent both off-road and on. These ones are 285/7R16 in size - that's 33" tall but only 
a touch over 11" wide, so there's plenty of footprint there without them getting floaty on wet ground 

The last time I was out, I smashed one of the 
headlights, but I went on to eBay the same night 
and bought a replacement.' 

So, probably cheaper to run than a horse, 
then! And a whole lot less temperamental, we'll 
be bound. But let's not start a family feud, eh? 

There are other reasons why Marc won't be 
letting his Pajero buck away into someone 
else's possession, anyway - among which are 
its comfy saddle. 'They've impressed me for 
their reliability and comfort. You sit there in an 
armchair with your air-con on and for their age, 
they have plenty of character and style. I like the 
look of them and as a whole I think they were 
ahead of their time, really.' 

We mentioned that Marc's passenger seat 
is normally occupied by a smaller figure. But 
before you know it, Henry will be in the driving 
seat and Marc will have been relegated to 
gate-opening duties... 

'He sits there for hours with his head in the 
magazines,' says Marc. 'The plan is to get him 
something to tinker with. But we'll wait until he 
gets tall enough to lean over the bonnet first!' 

Now that Marc has got into laning, anyway, 
he is at last able to tell those curious observers 
where he disappears off to down those 
mysterious trails and why he does it a couple of 
times a month. 

'It's the adrenalin rush really, especially 
travelling down new lanes you've never driven. 

It's about what you can achieve with a vehicle 
you've built or had built and going as far as you 
can go - without tipping it over!'

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does making the most of what you've got. Either way, these are the 
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Four-link revolution for Landies 

Let's start with the vehicle in the picture 
opposite. Gordon Jackson is that most 
promising of things, an engineer who likes 
off-roading. In fact, he's an engineer who likes 
off-roading but stacked his Discovery after one 
wheel landed in a hole as he crested a hill and 
the whole thing bounced itself on to its roof. 

Reflecting on the incident, he saw a problem 
with the way his truck had responded to the 
terrain. So he set out to fix it. 

His first attempt used a 3-link rear with an 
A-frame, similar to the factory set-up. But he 
wanted to eliminate axle steer, and he had seen 
4-link systems on American rock crawlers. 

That's where the idea came from - but the 
suspension he designed wasn't a copy of 
anything. It uses the standard A-frame brackets 
to mount a pair of clevis joints, which work with 
a set of fabricated radius arms to control the axle 
in all three axes of movement. 

Naturally, the axle can move up and down as 
required, whether by the road/ground or the 
load in the back of the vehicle. That's the first 
axis of movement. The second is around a centre 
point when viewed from either end of the car - 
what we know as articulation. The third, which 
is what this system seeks to control properly, 
is the axle's movement forward on its radius 
arms as one side drops out, which gets more 
pronounced the further it's capable of drooping. 
Rather than pivoting around the A-frame joint, 
the axle moves in an arc controlled by the twin 
joints that replaced it. 

Up front, Gordon replaced the traditional 
radius arms with twin-boom units whose pur- 
pose is to maintain the correct castor angle at all 



times - not just to make up for a 
suspension lift, but throughout the axle's arc. 
Gordon's argument for this is that the tyre 
contact patch is never diminished and the 
steering is never loaded up by the weight of the 
vehicle shifting around, meaning that however 
much body roll you might get on the road, its 
handling will remain vice-free. 


The links are all made from CDS, with what 
Gordon describes as 'over-specced' ball joints 
and standard Land Rover bushes. 'I prefer 
metallastic to poly,' he says. 'People like poly 
bushes because they're soft and look like they're 
making up for the tight spots in the suspension. 
We think that because our suspension is moving 
without tight spots, we don't need soft bushes.' 
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Science 1, axle steer 0 

This one's going to sound like a bit of a science 
lesson. Or maybe even a history lesson. Either 
way, it's going to be worth listening. 

Back in the days when Richard 'Rockwatt' 
Wattam was just Richard Wattam, he built 
himself a Suzuki SJ with lots of travel. Alas, as 
well as lots of travel it had lots of rear-steer. Well, 
not lots, but some, and as far as an engineer like 
Richard was concerned that was too much. 

'I put my thinking cap on and designed a 
completely new suspension set-up from scratch,' 
he explained. 'I didn't want to just reduce rear 
steer - 1 wanted to eradicate it. So for the main 
rear links I incorporated a cantilever system 
based on a Scott Russell linkage.' 

You know, one of those. And you guessed it, 
here comes the history. 

John Scott Russell invented a linkage which 
converts linear motion to linear motion - in a 
line which is roughly perpendicular to the input. 
While that all sounds reasonably modern, Mr 
Russell was actually an engineer who worked 
alongside Isambard Kingdom Brunei on The 
Great Eastern, the biggest ship in the world at 
the time, and he also used this linkage on early 
steam trains like the Puffing Billy of 1 81 3. 
Extraordinary, to think this trick modern 4x4 
uses the ideas of a man who was using them 
before the Battle of Waterloo. 

Richard takes up the story: 'This allowed the 
vertical travel of the axle to be perfectly linear. It 
did take quite a lot of length calculations to get 
the required travel, but I got there in the end. 

'At the axle end of these links, I needed some 
form of joint that would allow movement in all 
planes with no interference. There is nothing on 
the market that would do the job, as I needed 42 
degrees of rotation in a single joint. So I made a 
bushed UJ-style joint to take care of the up-and- 
down and side-to-side movement and a taper 
bearing swivel assembly, kind of like a wheel 
hub, that gives a full 360-degree rotation. 

'With the fore and aft location taken care of, 
next it was the turn of the axle's rotational 
location. The central traction bar I used for this 
needed to extend and swing from side to side 


with the axle articulation, so I employed a shackle 
with three bushed pivots to move in all the 
required directions, again with no interference.' 

The final element was a panhard rod with 
symmetrical pivot points, which Richard 
mounted high for stability and protection. 

So that's the rear-steer taken care of. Up at the 
front end of the vehicle, Richard used a one-link 
system similar to that found on Unimogs. But 
once again, he did it with a nod to the past. 

Meet Rudolph Ackerman. He patented a 
steering arrangement which focused on the 
front wheels having to turn in circles of differing 
radii. Today, we talk about Ackerman geometry 
(the crucial angle is the one between straight- 
ahead and an imaginary line drawn through the 
steering hub and the centre of the rear axle), but 
he was just the inventor's agent - actually it was 
invented by Georg Lankensperger. Bit of a close 
call there, really. 

Anyway, Richard needed to get the best 
possible Ackerman angle so that the car would 
steer as naturally as possible. He did this by 


mounting the track rod behind the front axle 
and placing the main front suspension pivot a 
mere six inches ahead of the rear axle. 

After that, it sounds a bit mundane to 
mention that as at the back, Richard used a 
panhard rod to control the front axle in the 
lateral plane. He did, though. 

The suspension's movement was handled by 
a set of Pro-Comp shocks with 12" of travel at 
the front and a whopping 1 4" at the rear. At the 
top of these rear units, Richard installed a pair of 
pneumatic cylinders for controlled dislocation - 
these were rigged up so they could be shut off 
to lock them in position or, in the frankly rather 
unlikely event of the Suzuki getting grounded 
out, inflated by the on-board air compressor to 
help lift it clear. 

You'll have worked out by now that you're 
not looking at an everyday 4x4 here. Richard's 
name will crop up again later in this article - 
which, given the reputation his engineering and 
workmanship have gained him, should come as 
no surprise. 


When ultimate articulation matters iess than achieving the perfect balance 



Many of the nnost talked-about suspensions are 
those which achieve huge amounts of articulation. 
The one Daan Schreuders built for his hybrid Land 
Rover was quite modest by comparison - but that 
just made it more worthy of comment than ever. 

'There's no dislocation/ he told us, 'but proper 
ten-inch travel, very well balanced between front 
and rear.' This was achieved using 220kg Old Man 
Emu front and 1 70kg Range Rover rear springs, 
which provided about an inch of lift, and running 
identical 10" Pro-Comp shocks at each corner. 

To locate the axles, Daan used rubber-bushed 
radius arms all round. Up front he fitted Range 
Rover units, which he drilled to save weight, while 
those at the rear were fabricated in T45. Unusually, 
the rear axle wasn't located using an A-frame: 
instead, Daan fitted a panhard rod. 
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Next time someone tells you off-roaders are all boiler plate engineers, show them these pictures. Above is the rear of Richard's Suzuki - 
you're looking at the central third link to the back axle, along with one of the trailing links designed along Scott Russell principles (also 
shown below left). Heading forward from just ahead of the axle is the single link for the front axle (see also below right) - for it to pivot from 
so far back is necessary in order to achieve the optimum Ackerman angle in the steering 





It's not unusual to see vehicles on which one 
axle does way more work than the other, with 
drivers constantly banging their diff-locks in and 
out to try and compensate. Even a standard Suzuki 


Samurai will cover the ground well, however, 
simply because both ends are working together 
rather than fighting each other, so the reasoning 
behind Daan's design is surely sound. 


Still want proof? How do 13th in the Rainforest 
Challenge and 6th in class at Ladoga sound? That's 
what you can achieve in a vehicle that's built not to 
prove a point, but to do the right things really well. 
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Making the most of leaves 

One of the first extreme-suspension vehicles 
we ever featured in TOR remains one of the 
very best Britain has ever seen. At a time when 
winch challenges were dominated by highly 
specced-up 90s and Ibexes, Willie Davenhill's 
Lightweight humbled them all time after time in 
the toughest events of the lot. 

Being one of the first competition trucks to 
be fitted with portal axles certainly helped. But 
credit where credit's due - it did it all on leaf- 
sprung suspension. 

Many ways have been developed to make 
leafers flex better - mainly in America, where 
so many old Jeeps, Broncos, pick-ups and early 
Land Cruisers are still going strong. And Willie 
used as many of them as he could find. 

The springs themselves wereTI Console 
parabolics - already more 
flexible than a standard leaf 
pack. Mated to Pro-Comp 
ES9000 shocks, they were 
mounted using a combination 
of pivoting mounts at the 
front and revolver shackles 
at the back. 

The former allow the spring 
packs to twist further than 
standard springs to let the 
axle articulate further. On 
standard leaf-sprung vehicles, 
the springs are fixed in line 
with the chassis at either end 
and to the axle in the middle, 
meaning they twist when the 
axle articulates. It's a bit like 


the torsion bars used on some independent set- 
ups. By mounting them on a pivot, which can 
open up like a book, wheel travel is no longer 
limited by the degree to which the springs can 
twist as they can now follow the movement of 
the wheel on their pivots. 

As for revolver shackles, these let the springs 
twist further than fixed shackles - it's the same 
logic as the pivot mounts on the front end. In 
addition, however, the shackles are able to open 
out as ground pressure unloads, providing a lot 
more in the way of wheel travel - without the 
massive increase in ride height that would result 
from more conventional extended shackles. 

The whole lot was mated to a set of Pro-Comp 
ES9000 shock absorbers, which were attached 
using custom upper and lower mounts 


incorporating a brace to prevent them from 
flexing under extreme articulation. These shocks 
were capable of extending to a full length of 32", 
and Willie told us he reckoned the truck used 
every bit of that over rough ground. 

'I think I take wheel travel a little bit for 
granted nowadays,' he said wryly. 'Maybe I should 
drive a standard coil-sprung 90 for a while by 
way of a reality check!' 
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Thinking outside the box 

Suspension design is all about engineering, and 
so is building a car from scratch. Mark Sealy is 
the engineering director for a global company, 
so you wouldn't expect the off-roader he built to 
be anything less than exemplary. 

You've probably looked at it already and 
concluded that yes, exemplary it most certainly 
is. It's just a set of parts hung offthetuband 
frame in which he sits beside a Citroen BX 
engine. If simplicity is good, this is brilliant. 

It all ends up at a pair of widened Suzuki 
axles, both of which are located by lower trailing 
arms and upper A-frames. The axles' movement 
is controlled by a set of Fox nitrogen-air shocks, 
which do away with the need for conventional 
springs and allow 14" of travel at every wheel. 

Translated into the real world, this means any 
wheel can be lifted to just shy of four feet off the 
ground before any of the others think of budging. 
Which, further translated into the real world, 
means a car which can be driven over almost 
any terrain without being thrown out of true. 



Independent suspension needn't be a barrier 


Making a Frontera flex sounds like one of those projects that's right up 
there with trying to nail jelly to the ceiling. But Steve Sales' 3-door proves 
that it can be done - even without swapping the independent front end 
for a live axle. 

This was the third Fronty he built, and his previous experiences had 
taught him a bit about the technical side - such as not to go OTT with 
the lift. 7 had some idea as to what worked and what didn't. For example, 
don't lift the front too high, as the torsion bars stiffen up too much and 
stop working effectively.' 

In the end, Steve went for a lift of approximately 1.5", using small 
spacers and a ball joint flip up front rather than cranking the life out of the 
radius arms - enough to add some clearance and free up space for a set 
of 32" tyres, but not to turn a good truck into an unusably extreme one. Fie 
did, however, free up as much articulation as possible, using +4.5" shocks 
at the back and removing the anti-roll bars to let the springs do their job. 

Fie also used relocation cones at the chassis to let the springs drop out 
as the axle droops, coaxing yet more travel out of the set-up. When we 
spoke to him, he was about to redesign this system to make it more robust 
and take some stress off the springs themselves, which would see them 
becoming captive up top and dislocating at the axle mount, but he's very 
clear about one thing: 'Mild not wild has worked!' 

Even today, you still see trucks whose builders seem to have thought 
that the way to get round the problems created by independent 
suspension is to lift the body by some ridiculous distance. All you create 


there is a scaled-down monster truck, with vast tyres but no ability to 
follow the ground, and Steve's Frontera is the opposite of that. 

Listening to others is always a good idea, and another tip from Steve 
is that if you're lifting a Fronty, remake the front diff brackets to drop its 
position so the driveshafts aren't constantly working at a savage angle. 
Fail to do that, and your CV joints will soon let you know about it. 

That's the case even on supposedly 'mild' builds like this. There's no 
point in creating something unusable - and bearing that in mind will help 
you create an off-roader that works better than the outlandish stuff 
anyway. Just look at the flex Steve's Frontera achieved and you'll 
understand exactly what we mean. 
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Simply a timeless masterpiece 

As one of the first super-trucks, Rob Tunnah's 
Mitsinnog was a true game-changer. Into a world 
of jacked-up Land Rovers on 35" tyres came this 
overwhelming work of four-wheeled art 
boasting portal axles, four-wheel hydro-steer 
and everything else you could think of besides. 

Most of all, the Mitsimog ran a twin-tank 
hydraulic suspension system allowing the height 
of all four wheels to be controlled independently. 
That's only half the story, though. What made 
it so well suited to extreme off-roading, rather 
than just pulling stunts in car parks link a vulgar 
lowrider, was an axle location set-up Rob 
designed and fabricated himself using strong 
but lightweight 38mm o/d, 1 6-gauge wall T45 
tube. To make it even stronger, this was twin- 
tubed and seam-welded throughout. 

The front axle used what Rob described as 'an 
upside down version of a Land Rover's backend.' 
Underneath the axle was an A-frame mounted 
using a single ball joint at the chassis end, then 
two full trailing arms ran to its upper side via 
high-angle joints. The A-frame was cranked to 
keep it as far from the ground as possible. 

Rob even made the joints himself, by ma- 
chining a pair of agricultural spherical bearings 
so they would follow the radius of the ball joint 
in order to achieve a high angle of movement. 
There were two of these bearings on top of the 
axle and one at the back of the A-frame; for the 
other joints in the system, Rob used simple Land 
Rover pivots bushed with polyurethane. 

'The main reason for the design is to keep the 
car low,' he told us. 'If you keep the A-frame on 
the bottom, you can reduce the body height, 
and with the diff being quite big on the Unimog 
it lets you get the axle further up in the car as 
well. I've never seen it used before, so it was a bit 
untested, but it seems to work very well.' 



The front axle is located by a cranked A-frame fabricated from scratch by Rob himself. It 
runs from a single axle pivot to the lower side of the axle, with twin trailing arms to its upper 
side. Hydro suspension means a vehicle can pull remarkable tricks - but it also means the 
driver has an awful lot to think about 



It was simpler at the back of the vehicle, 
where Rob used a more traditional A-frame and 
trailing arms. Again, these were fitted using 
high-angle joints and polyurethan bushes, but 
with no lower body here the links could all 
be placed on top of the axle. 'The theory' he 
explained, 'is that if you hit the front end on 
something, you can then drag the back over it 
if needs be.' Once again, it was all fabricated in 
his own workshop. 
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A true pioneer among Jimnys 

In the days before super-Jimnys, Darren Wilson 
at KAP built. . . well, a super Jimny. It was a Jimny, 
and it was super, so there you are. And it could 
flex the way no-one had seen one flex before. 

Darren bobtailed the Jimny, and he also 
shortened its wheelbase. Yes, really, a SWB 
Jimny. He did it by moving the spring turrets 
forwards, which is an interestingly alternative 
take on suspension mods. 


'With the articulation we were aiming for,' 
he told us, 'we wanted to make it operate in 
as smooth a line as possible. So we altered the 
pitch of them slightly, so they work at the right 
angle as the axle drops and the spring extends.' 

Darren didn't want to just do a copy of the 
dislocating suspension that was all the rage in 
the off-road world when he built his Jimny, so 
instead he designed a sliding top mount to 
extend the rear springs' limit of droop. 'When 


your spring goes to full articulation, inside its 
mount there's a platform on a sliding 
mechanism. So you've got your spring at full 
stretch, and then the baseplate that the spring's 
bolted to drops another eight inches.' 

In combination with the longest Pro-Comp 
ES9000S available, this gave the vehicle a 
remarkable level of rear articulation. The set-up 
also provided a 3" lift, which was of course 
replicated upfront. 


Want to push the limits? Be warned: they might push back... 





Suspension can be big, and it can be clever, and it 
can be big and clever. Too much is definitely too 
much, but lots of height can add lots of flex. It can 
give you lots of grief too, though. 

Skyjacker is well known in the USA as a leading 
suspension brand, and the company's systems 
have been used to put extra inches beneath a wide 
range of trucks. Among these is the Jeep Cherokee 
XJ, for which the company's product line includes 
the +8" Rock Ready kit. 

As far as we're aware (and we asked Skyjacker 
themselves), Ged Wade was the first person in the 
world to fit one of these on a RHD Cherokee. As if 
taking on the attendant hassles of putting such a 
monster lift under his vehicle wasn't enough, he 
did it using a set of parts designed for Jeeps with 
the steering wheel on the left - and he did it 
without anyone else's efforts to refer to. Brave. 

The front panhard rod that came with the kit 
was completely useless with RHD, for starters, so 
a replacement had to be made up from scratch. 
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Three inches is the optimum height you want 
to lift a Jimny/ Darren told us, 'because after that 
the panhard rod starts moving the axle to one 
side.' With the combination of big lift and big 
articulation, however, he decided not to take 
any risks and fabricated a new rod in CDS. This 
was mounted as close as possible to the end 
of the axle on the passenger's side and to the 
wheel on the driver's side, where it picked up on 
the chassis, giving it the longest possible sweep 
to let it work correctly. 

The suspension itself was less complex at the 
front, with KAP's own +3" springs controlled by 
another set of ES9000s. Off came the anti-roll 
bar to free up more flex, then he went back into 
the workshop to develop what he called his 
Twister radius arms. 

'The standard radius arms on the Jimny 
are happy to swing down, but not across,' he 
explained. 'The bush is perfect for droop, but of 
course on articulation the radius arm is pulled 
slightly to one side. The bushes try to restrict it 
somewhat - and what happens is you kill them. 

'The Twister mechanism is fitted directly 
after the bush. It uses some threaded bar into 
a threaded tube, so that it doesn't restrict 
the movement of the axle. The difference is 
phenomenal. It can rotate, meaning it doesn't 
restrict any part of the articulation. 

'On top of this, the front radius arms are not 
very strong - we had to brace them up on the 
original Jimny we did. So we're killing two birds 
with one stone.' 

So there you have it - an instant masterclass 
on Jimny suspension from one of the first 
people to turn it into something special. A small 
aside to make is that the Jimny he did all this 
to only had 86 miles on the clock, and you'll be 
doing very well to match that. But if you plan to 
turn one of these little giant-killers into an off- 
road hero, this one was the work of a man who 
really, really knows his Jimnys. 




Plenty of trial and error there. And 
that was the easy bit - three whole 
days went into the steering 
linkages. 'The mechanics would 
modify the angles and then take 
the car for a spin to see how they 
worked,' Ged told us. 'It was 
certainly a test of their patience, 
but they got there eventually!' 

The solution turned out to be 
to blend the Cherokee's existing components with 
the replacement parts provided by Skyjacker. So 
the factory-fitted steering arms were removed, cut 
about and welded to bits of the Skyjacker kit, and 
a similar process saw the pitman arm and steering 
damper being re-routed. 

That's the sort of soul-destroying (and possibly 
vehicle-destroying) process you've got to go 
through if you take it upon yourself to pioneer 
something. As people always say about modifying 
a vehicle, you're messing about with systems that 


the original manufacture spent years perfecting - 
but at least normally you're doing it using bits that 
an accessory manufacturer spent years perfecting 
so it would work. 

in this case, Ged wasn't just pushing the 
boundaries - they were pushing back. But he 
succeeded in the end, and his +8" Cherokee 
became a daily driver as well as a notably able 
off-road toy. The real story here, though, is how 
much effort it took to get there. Definitely a 
cautionary tale. . . 
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More length means more flex 

Extending a Land Rover's wheelbase by using 
longer rear suspension links has become a 
recognised technique in hardcore vehicle-building 
circles. But Tim Farley gave it a go almost a decade 
back, when he set to work on modifying a 90 
along the lines of what he'd seen in America. 

'I think people in the UK, probably because of 
trialling, are infatuated with short, tiny vehicles,' 
he said. 'A longer, wider vehicle just gives you so 
much more stability.' With that in mind, he aimed 
to extend the 90's wheelbase to 102"- with all 
the extra length coming from the rear axle. 

This was held on by an extended A-frame 
and custom cranked trailing arms made from 
7mm wall CDS - strength is definitely an issue 
when a link has to span such a long distance (a 
little more than 9" longer than standard), hence 
the super-duty material. Rose joints were used 
throughout - the only part of the suspension to 
stay with standard pivots was the radius arms' 
chassis mounts. 

These were part of what was the second 
three-link system Tim had designed. And he 
learned from the first. 'There's more vertical 
separation between the links this time,' he 
told us. 'So it holds the axle more stable. I used 
the existing transmission crossmember and 
strengthened it up, and then we built all the 
links.' The separation was achieved by dropping 
the axle mount for the centre link, creating an 
element of triangulation at the axle end; the 
rose joints used here mean there are no extra 
limits on articulation imposed by doing this. 

After all that, it seems almost comical that Tim 
chose police-spec Range Rover springs for the 
front of the vehicle 'because they're £8 each . . . 
and they're really soft and supple.' The same 
reasoning was behind his choice of 'second-hand 
knackered old ones' at the back, where it's so 
light that anything else was simply too hard. 

Also keeping with the money-saving theme 
were the 14-inch Pro-Comp ES9000 shocks he 


used all round. 'Most of the long-travel set ups 
run the front shocks outside the springs,' he said. 
'I've never really understood why; when we built 
our first one, I put them inside and they didn't 
seem to foul anywhere. All we needed to do was 
put on a spring retainer at the bottom which 
holds the shock as well, and that keeps the 
shock protected inside the spring.' 
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Three-link is not enough. . . 

We said Richard Wattam was going to put in 
another appearance before this article was 
done. And here it is. 

The story starts when Paul Ruddick presented 
Richard with two Suzukis. One was still on leaf 
springs: the other, which he'd just bought, had 
3-link coil-sprung suspension - but enough axle 
steer to have driven its builder to despair. 

The plan was to strip the dodgy coiler and, 
with Richard's engineering skills ensuring no 
further horrors would be unleashed, turn the 
leafer into the kind of three-link Suzuki nobody 
would frown at. 

'I didn't want to do something that would 
make the car worse than it was,' Paul told us. 'I'd 
fallen out of love with it because of the way it 
rode on the leaf springs. The choice was to coil 
it, or buy a Land Rover instead. 

'Richard worked out all the dimensions so 
that the three-link system would work properly. 

I just supplied him with a set of shocks and 
springs, and everything else he manufactured 
himself from raw materials.' 


Those springs 
were 14" Rally Design 
coils, rated at 2251b 
all round, while the 
shocks were Rough Country units with 14" of 
travel up front and 16" at the back. He reckons 
the whole lot cost about £330: 'Cheaper than 
buying a good set of leaf springs!' 

The system Richard built around them used 
linkages made from CDS with a 6mm wall 
thickness, so it wasn't not very light but sure was 
strong. Front and rear radius arms were attached 
to the chassis at a pair of common mounting 
cradles, and centre links at each end ran to the 
tops of the axle cases. So as to prevent binding 
on the bushes, the axle ends of the 
radius arms and the chassis ends of 
the centre links were attached using 
rotating joints, and up front the 
shocks were mounted 'before' these 
on the links themselves so as to follow 
the suspension faithfully throughout its 
full arc of movement. Finally, as with 
Richard's own vehicle (see above), 
panhard rods were used front and rear 
to keep the axles in line. 

The result? Nothing short of brilliant, 

Paul told us. 'It's very smooth, the way 


the suspension flexes. It keeps the car more 
balanced and stable.' Axle steer became a thing 
of the past, and Paul found that the angle of 
the diff noses remained unchanged however 
twisted the axles got. 

Like Daan Schreuders, whose Land Rover is to 
be found elsewhere in this article, Paul wasn't 
interested in performing absurd tricks with 
articulation to impress his friends. That's why the 
springs were clamped top and bottom with no 
ability to dislocate. To Paul, stability mattered 
more than wringing every last degree out of the 
system's potential for wheel travel - and with 
that in mind, his Suzuki kept its wheels on the 
ground very smoothly indeed. 




Bringing extreme articulation to the Rover-legal world 


Long travel has always been the holy grail for suspension builders, but as 
dislocating systems started taking off they threatened to leave many 4x4 
drivers behind. The reason? They weren't allowed by the ALRC. 

That's who Darren Slater trialled with, and he decided to do something 
about it. The result was a suspension system giving extreme articulation 
without falling back on dislocation. 

Now, dislocating systems have their fans, but they have their critics too. 
The notion of a wheel hanging down so far it touches the ground despite 
having almost no weight on it offends many, who ask what the point is 
when it's barely able to get any traction anyway, so Darren's set-up was 

interesting to 
more than just his 
mates in ALRC. 

'interesting' as 
in they wanted it 
for themselves. 

So Darren set up 
in business to 
make and sell the 
system, which he 
developed for the 
Defender, Mkl 
Range Rover and 
Discovery Tdi. 


The full kit included springs and 
shocks, radius arms and trailing 
links, a custom rear prop, shock 
mounts, rear axle shock brackets 
and spring retainers and extended 
brake fiexis. 'The main part of it is 
the non-dislocating spring,' Darren 
told us. 'it stands at 22" as a free 
length; it's about half that for a 
standard spring. The springs we're 
using will compress up to 9", but 
they will expand to about 24" with 
the axles at full droop, in terms of 
lift, the vehicle went up by about 3". 

Darren ran the springs with Pro-Comp ES9000 shocks, fitted using 
higher front turrets and repositioned rear brackets, which allowed around 
17" of droop below the chassis line. The limiting factor was the A-frame 
ball joint - something that couldn't be remedied at the time, though 
rose-jointed solutions have become commonplace since then. 

It's ironic that the ALRC outlawed dislocating suspension when these 
systems were just making the most of the fact that Land Rover didn't make 
their springs fully captive in the first place. But like any good engineer, 
Darren saw this restriction as an opportunity - and as his Discovery 
shows, he didn't half take it. 
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Less is more if you make the most of it 



There's nothing very out of the ordinary about +2" springs, be they 
leaves or coils. But Ashley Stimpson was happy to make do with that 
when he built his Hi-Lux. 

Not just that, of course, otherwise it wouldn't exactly be worthy of 
a place in an article like this. But he bought it with them in place and 
decided that instead of changing them for something with more arch, 
he'd look for ways of improving the way they performed. 

This was already pretty good, with +1 5" front and +9" rear shocks 
providing them with plenty of scope to do their work. Ashley fitted a 
modest 1 " body lift and went at it with the tin snips to make room for 
35" tyres, then presented the Hi-Lux with its secret weapon - a set of 
buggy links which he made himself using a set of suspension top links 
from a Nissan Patrol. 

These could be described as the leaf-sprung equivalent of dislocation 
cones. They provide a pivoting link between the back of the rear springs 
and their mounting points which normally stays closed but can swing 
down as the axle goes to droop - adding several inches to the amount of 
vertical travel on offer. Ashley also made up a set of guides to keep them 
tidy as the axle returns to rest and stop them from slopping around and 
trashing the chassis mount bush when they're closed up. 

With articulation clearly an issue, though, why didn't Ashley just fetch 

the leaf packs off and 
fit a set of coil springs 
instead?Well, for one 
thing his Hi-Lux proves 
that you don't actually 
need to turn your back 
on the old technology to 
built a great truck, just 
think about how to make 
the most of it. 

And besides, he has 
another answer - which 
not many people who've 
gone to coils will have 
thought about until 
afterwards. 'With the leaf 
springs, there's only eight 
bushes throughout the 
truck. My old Nissan 
Patrol had three times 
that. That's three times 
the effort, and three 
times the expense.' 
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Doing it the American way. . . 

Gary Andrews only got involved in off-roading 
because some of his mates were doing it, but 
he didn't waste time getting down to work on 
building a car you'd expect from an old hand. 

'I got an 88" Series III with no engine or box 
and built a virtually standard V8, he says. 'Almost 
straight away, I realised you needed more than 
that. I had a mate who was into rock crawling 
and saw some of the technical features in 
American magazines. I thought"So that's what you 
do,"and set about building something similar.' 


The result was a Landy with a home-brewed 
suspension system giving it a monstrous five 
feet of articulation. That's how high you could 
lift one wheel on the end of a Hiab without any 
of the others leaving the ground. 

Helpfully, Gary parked the Landy on its side 
while we were taking pictures of it, so you can 
get a better idea of what's going on underneath. 
Look at the front; a triangulated, single-link A-arm 
is pivoted at the centre point of the chassis: 'This 
gives you no bind on the twist,' he says. 


The front suspension is provided by 1 5" Pro- 
Comp shocks and springs with X-Eng X-Flex 
springs inside instead of dislocation units. The 
rears are Pro-Comps, but with a dislocation 
system Gary made himself. 

The lengthened trailing arms anchor in a 
Rubicon Supa-Flex front pivot point mounted 
in Gary's own housing. The home-made 
A-frame is also over-length on standard, and 
the whole lot is controlled by US-sourced 
shocks with 12" of travel. 


...and showing the Americans how to do it the British way 



fve always liked to see suspension flexing/ says 
Andy Barlow. 'There's something about that 
cross-axled look.' So what did he buy? A Suzuki 
Samurai. Famous for many things but, in standard 
form at least, not for the suppleness of its springs. 

It didn't stay in standard form for long. Andy 
actually left the truck alone in several areas many 
off-roaders would consider essential, but when it 
came to the suspension he went to town. 

He had a lot of support from Paul at Macsport 
4x4, who designed the entire front end. But 
between them they also got no small amount of 
discouragement by the simple act of going on to a 
certain US off-roading forum. Ask for advice in the 
wrong place, and out come the trolls: what the hell 
do you know, we tried that ten years ago, you're ail 
communists anyway, etc. When wise men speak, 
you listen: when morons shout, you walk away. 

Which is just what they did, straight to the 
workshop - where he built himself a Suzuki that 
proved the keyboard warriors wrong. 
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Above left, above: At the front of the vehicle, 15" Pro-Comp springs 
and shocks act on a triangulated, single-link A-frame pivoted at 
the chassis' centre point. This was designed to move throughout its 
entire arc of travel with no binding, however far it twists - and the 
ability to plop on wheel on a five-foot wall while the others stay on 
the ground says Gary pretty much got his sums right

over-length A-frame and extended trailing links. The latter are

Up front, the system uses a swinging front 
mount for the spring - similar to the buggy links 
on the rear springs of Ashley Stimpson's Hi-Lux, 
which is featured a few pages further back in 
this article. This allows a much-improved level of 
droop, with the swinging arm dropping out as 
the weight on that corner unloads. Paul reassured 
us that smaller bumps don't unsettle it, with the 
spring itself doing all the work on the road, so 


the links stay in place and handling at higher 
speeds isn't compromised. Side-to-side movement, 
meanwhile, is controlled by a pan hard rod, and 
relocation plates guide the swinging arms back 
into place as the ground levels out. 

Talking of the springs, they're from a Jeep 
Wrangler YJ- a common source of upgrades when 
you're modding a leafer. At the back, Paul and 
Andy built a three-quarter elliptic rear set-up using 


half a leaf and missing rear links - if that sounds 
like gobbledygook to you, don't worry, because a) 
you're not alone, and b) the pictures tell the story 
better than words ever could. 

Which Andy would appreciate, because he liked 
his Samurai to look its best. 7 don't want to just 
have a capable off-roader that looks rubbish,' he 
told us. 'It's got to look right' Which, of course, 
meant lots of flex. Job done.

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E very single one of the modified 4x4s 

we've featured in TOR has been unique 
in its own way. But we're pretty sure that 
Lee Farrell's trucks take the concept to a 
whole new level. 

For starters, 'modified' barely describes what's 
been done to the off-road hardware in his 
collection. And besides that, when did you last 
see a Chevy Suburban in the UK - let alone a 
Chevy Suburban that's been turned into a self- 
propelled piece of art? 

Well, Lee has three. Inspired by a love of 
Americana and brought into the light thanks 
to a chance meeting at a car show, these self- 
propelled monoliths take uniqueness to a new 
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For Lee Farrell and his family. Suburban life 
means something rather different to the rest 
of us. In their case. It refers to not one but 
three Chevrolet Suburbans - each of them a 
complete one-off. Lee has a fascination with 
the wild west, you see - and he's found a 
remarkable way of expressing It In the 
off-roaders he drives

level. Aside from the fact that they're based on 
one of the rarest cars in the UK, they treat that 
car as a blank canvas - the raw materials upon 
which an artist's vision is expressed. 

The result? Like all good art, it's sure to divide 
opinion. But unlike so much of what's called 
'fine' art, it's sure to make you smile. 

On top of that, fine art is normally painting 
or sculptures (or, more recently, installations) - 


things whose only job is to be looked at. Looked 
at and thought about, maybe, but never used. 
Lee's Chevys are no gallery wallflowers, though. 
They're real cars, a means of family transport 
that are just as comfortable taking him away on 
holiday as they are being talked about at shows. 

The first Suburban Lee built was even more 
besides, too. Called Eagle Eye, it's a ninth- 
generation model from the late 1 990s - but not 
an everyday one. 'It's a very serious off-roader,' 
he says. 'It has the heavy-duty military spec, 
with a bigger and more efficient turbo and 
four-inch lift with bigger Hummer alloys and 
so on.' You're unlikely to see it on any green 
lanes or playdays, but it was definitely built to 
walk the walk. 

So too is his latest Chevy, which is currently 
in the process of being built. This one is being 
turned into a 6x6, and instead of a back body it's 


going to have a log cabin. As camper conversions 
go, you've got to say that's ambitious. 

And then there's Crabby. A late eighth- 
generation Suburban (as indicated by the twin 
side-by-side headlamps), this has been decorated 
in homage to traditional American lumberjacks. 
Like Eagle Eye, it has a big V8 diesel engine; 
unlike, well, anything else, it's laden on the 
outside with tree-felling memorabilia, embossed 
slogans, cask tops and who knows what else. 

What is it about a person that makes them 
cook up such outlandish ideas? Well, says Lee, 
they sneak up on you under cover of darkness. . . 

'Any creative person will empathise with me 
that when you have an idea, it will always come 
clearer to you during the twilight hours when 
most mortals recharge their batteries with some 
well needed slumber. Well, even if it was well 
needed by me, for years my precious sleep was

deprived due to the thoughts of a design for my 
adored Chevy that would make it into a Buffalo 
Bill style art car. It would evoke the spirit of the 
Native American Indians, with old wood and 
spears, prayers, poems and so on. 


Then, while I was at the Americana car 
show atTatton Park last summer, I met a 
man who has become a dear friend to me 
and my family. He is known as Desperado. 

'He was showing his 6x6 Chevy truck, 

which he had made 
look just like an old 
Western wagon 
trailer. I could not 
believe what I was 
seeing - it was 
totally amazing! 

'It was love at first 
sight (the car, that 
is!) After talking to 
Desperado for hours 
on end (and maybe a 


few bevvies later), I realised that I had found my 
Tonto. Several meetings later, he helped me to 
put my ideas into fruition. And so Eagle Eye was 
created... and at last I slept well.' 

During the months that followed, Lee kept 
in constant touch with Desperado. Now he's 
the owner of not one but two four-wheeled 
artworks, and at the present moment that 
Uncle Sam spec 6x6 is in the early stages of 
being built. 'I asked him to make me a log cabin 
camper van, similar to his 6x6 Chevy but with 
an extended chassis. I wanted to build my wife

In the case of Crabby, the fact that it's 
currently for sale might stimulate some more 
thought if, like Lee, you're fascinated by the Wild 
West and you like the idea of driving a tough- 
nut of an off-roader which tells the tale of that 
fascination in a truly unique way. More likely, if 
these remarkable trucks appeal to your sense 
of the unusual you'll already be imagining one 
of your own. 

You probably wouldn't base yours on a 
Chevrolet Suburban (though spend any time 
talking to Lee and you might get talked round). 
But with this kind of treatment, even the 
most common of off-road vehicles would be 
transformed into an absolute on-off. If you like 
standing out from the crowd, there could be no 
better way of doing it.

straight from the heart. This car is not and never 
will be for sale.' 

Happily, Lee echoes that last sentiment. 'To 
own and to drive my Suburban is like. . . well, the 
best way to describe would be a dream come 
true. I would not even swap it for a new Range 
Rover - and I would never sell it as the design 
also includes my children's names as well as 
some very personal words and symbols.' 

All real art is deeply 
personal, of course - 
the meanings you read 
into it as an onlooker 
may or may not be the 
same as those the artist 
gets from it, but that 
doesn't make either of 
you right or wrong. So 
long as it stimulates 
thought, itsjob as a 
work of art is done. 
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Large sections of old Route 66 have these days been turned into Interstate 40, a soulless 
dual carriageway designed for nothing more than getting through the landscape as 
quickly as possible. If you've got the time (which means a fortnight at the minimum), leave 
it alone and find your way by the back roads: you won't be on Route 66 itself every mile of 
the way, but you'll never be far from adventure 


I ' l^here's a hot, dry sun beating down on 
the plains and mesas all around us. On 
the radio, some good 'ol boy and his 

gee-taw are singing about mom's apple 

pie. Actual physical tumbleweed is blowing 
across our path. And the tarmac road ahead has 
just disintegrated into a ribbon of dusty gravel. 

If you think the above sounds like a shower of 
cliches, well, you're right. It does. But it's all true 
- and after a 2500-mile trip along Route 66, it no 
longer sounds unusual. 

Route 66 itself might be the biggest cliche of 
the lot, a highway that only exists as a historical 
curiosity and wouldn't even have an ounce of 
fame left were it not for the fact that its name 
happens to rhyme with the words 'I get my 
kicks'. But for the heritage clustered alongside 
its winding path through the Midwest, and the 
landscapes through which it passes as plains 
give way to mountains and mountains turn into 
deserts, it's a legend of a journey. And though 
it might once have been a road, these days it's 
a mish-mash of everything from interstate to 
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Route 66 isn't just about the road itself, splendid though it is when the surface gives way 
to dirt and gravel. Wherever you go, you're never far from one curiosity or another - some 
are polished and commercial, like the National Route 66 Museum in Elk City, Oklahoma, 
while others are extremely DIY and all the better for it. Also in Oklahoma, Galloway's 
Totem Pole Park in Foyil is a 14-acre roadside garden in which retired teacher Ed Galloway 
built a series of totem poles including this 90-foot monster - you can just pull over and go 
in for a wander among these extraordinary structures 


rough dirt trail. Perfect for a trip - and better 
than ever aboard a 4x4. 

This doesn't mean the Mother Road is 
anything at all like the Rubicon Trail. The dirt 
sections are still fairly flat, even if they've 
become increasingly corrugated in places as the 
years roll by. But no matter. A trail's a trail, and 
America's America, so here we were setting off 
from Chicago aboard my cousin Ryan's soft-top 
Jeep Wrangler to explore this intriguing ribbon 
of US history. 

Route 66 is a long old road, so it didn't bode 
ever so well that we couldn't even find our way 
out of Chicago. We were determined to try and 
get on to the correct historical road as early as 
possible, but in the end we settled for just not 
still being in town by nightfall. 

As it turned out, by the time darkness 
gathered over the Illinois skyline we'd made it as 
far as Springfield. Our Wrangler was a Rubicon 
model with cruise control, which came in handy 
once we hit the interstate; long sections of old 
Route 66 were dualled when 1-40 was built, and 


makes America so 
disorientating isn't the 
difference to Britain: 
it's the similarity. It's 
like being at home, 
only something's not 
quite right. 

Like the standard 
of the camp sites 
we stayed at, for 
example. We're used 
to it being a bit hit and 
miss over here, but 
Ryan recommended 
KOA (Kampgrounds 
of America, which 
has more than 450

with better things to see further west we settled 
for a few long stints early in our trip to get us 
through the less exciting countryside. Ryan 
could only spare us his Jeep for a week, but if 
you ever do Route 66 I'd suggest giving it three 
times that and staying on the backroads all the 
way. You see some wild stuff - every moment 
will be time well spent. 

Anyway, talking of wild stuff, Springfield was 
where we stopped to stock up for the following 
week's camping. I'd been looking forward to my 
first experience in an American hypermarket, 
and the last Shop'n'Save before the Missouri 
state line didn't come as a disappointment at all. 
Guacamole Pringles? Smucker's Goober? Head 
Cheese? We left with all these things and more 
in the back of our Jeep. 

Head Cheese. I don't even know what that is 
(still). But you'd have to 
give it a punt, right? 

What I think 


sites throughout the US and Canada) and we 
looked no further. People often talk about 
the exceptional standard of service you get 
in America: they're not always right (just try 
visiting New York), but KOA's staff got full marks 
every time. 

The sites may all have had the same 
branding, but no two had the same character. 

In Springfield, we drove for miles along ever- 
narrower backroads to find a small campground 
nestled in a wood. The following night, in Joplin, 
Missouri, we were literally only seconds from the 
interstate; despite this, while throwing out a bag 
of rubbish, I opened the lid of the dumpster to 
find a pair of raccoons staring out at me. Many 
miles later, the site in downtown Albuquerque 
combined a bizarrely suburban setting with 
breathtaking views of the parched mountains

overlooking the city, while Williams, Arizona 
combined genuine isolation with a convenient 
if hardly idyllic location in the back yard of a 
roadside filling station. 

Williams is the jumping-off point for the 
Grand Canyon, and like many people who follow 
Route 66 we had that in mind as a destination. 
Which is cheating, really, because the town itself 
is as close as the highway ever passed to the 
Canyon on its relentless march west towards 
LA, but that's unlikely to be too great a concern 
when you've crossed the Atlantic to see what 
America's all about. 

And you certainly will have seen America 
by this stage. You'll have seen it as its wildest, 
bleakest, homeliest and most beautiful, from 


its most urbane and modern to its most spent 
and run-down. Most of all, though, you'll have 
seen the real history of a land so many people 
assume has none. 

That's apparent from the word go on Route 
66. The morning after our hilarious supermarket 
experience in Springfield, we were walking 
across the Chain of Rocks Bridge - an old, 
now-disused structure across the Mississippi 
upstream of St Louis, which links Illinois to 
Missouri and is famed for having a sharp bend 
halfway along its length, necessary to leave 
uninterrupted clear water for river traffic. 

The bridge was built in 1 929 and 
decommissioned in 1 967, when a new two-lane 
crossing was built just upstream of it. More than 


The Old Chain of Rocks Bridge used to carry Route 66 across the Mississippi north-east of 
St Louis. It fell out of use in 1967, since when it's been first neglected and then preserved 
as a historical treasure. Iconic ornamentation on it includes the old gas pump and fire 
engine seen on the left, as well as plaques put in place on the parapets by sponsors of its 
restoration and upkeep. And here's to you, Gary George: ain't that the truth... 
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Texas is a state whose reputation goes before it. Big is beautiful round here - though 
there's more to it than just sheer scale, as illustrated by the old U-Drop Inn in Shamrock, 
now restored as a visitor attraction in the style of an art deco Conoco filling station. But 
the 190-foot cross, a couple of counties further west in Groom, is definitely big - note the 
life-sized human sitting at its base. Scarily, the height of this cross is about 25% bigger 
than the rock that blasted the 570 feet deep Meteor Crater (below) out of the Arizona plain 
300 miles west of here; with mortal thoughts like these in mind, taking on a 72oz steak at 
the Big Texan in Amarillo probably doesn't sound like quite so much of a folly 



thirty years later, during which time it had been 
in constant danger of demolition, it was restored 
as a historical attraction; today, as you walk 
across, you'll find a period gas pump, an old fire 
engine and a long line of plaques placed on the 
parapets by sponsors. Many allude to road trips; 
our favourite simply said 'Here's to Life!' 

It's easy to assume that America will be full 
of tawdry attractions with ever-present ticket 
booths and souvenir stands, but our overall 
experience was quite the opposite. The bridge 
doesn't even have a proper car park - it's just 
there, part of the land, with life going on all 
around it. If you want to come take a look, it 
seems to be saying, be my guest. 

It's the same story as the miles, counties and 
states roll by and the Route 66 heritage comes 
and goes. How could you fail to be moved by a 



The fate that befell The First Motel in Texas 
was less sudden than the Meteor Crater 
impact, but every bit as brutal. When Route 
66 was decommissioned, trade was cut off 
at source - and the result is now there for 
all to see. On the plus side, the abandoned 
road west of here is a long dirt track that 
makes you glad to be in a Jeep 



sign reading 'Historic Route 66/ with an arrow 
leading you off to destinations unknown? One 
reason, above all others, why you should leave 
plenty of time for the trip. 

Another is that there are so many passing 
curiosities, each of them tempting you just to 
stop and consider for a moment. It might be a 
line of decrepit buildings in the high street of 
Galena, Kansas, unchanged since they were built 
during the town's lawless heyday as a mining 
outpost. It might be the Marsh Arch Bridge in 
nearby Riverton, the last remaining concrete 
truss bridge on the route, recently saved from 
impending demolition along with decades of 
colourful local graffiti. It might be the superbly 
preserved art deco filling station in Shamrock, 
Texas, or the water tower in Adrian, a little 
further west in the same state, which proudly 


claims to be the midway point on your journey. 

Don't just rush from one of these wayside 
curiosities to the next, though. Route 66 is 
fascinating enough in its own right, but as you 
push ever- west wards you'll be within a detour 
here, a loop there of no end of discoveries. 

These are as infinitely varied as the landscape 
itself. Witness Galloway's Totem Pole Park, in 
Foyil, Oklahoma, a 14-acre roadside garden in 
which, from 1 937 to 1 962, retired teacher Ed 
Galloway built a variety of totem poles and 
other objects. Seeing is believing. 

You don't need to pay to wander around the 
park, and the same is true of one of the great 
Route 66 icons. Just west of Amarillo, as you 
cross the Texas Panhandle, is Cadillac Ranch, 
where a line often old Caddys are buried nose- 
first in the ground. This is pop art at its purest; 
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Cadillac Ranch is one of the most symbolic attractions along Route 66. Just west of 
Amarillo, it's a pop-art installation of ten old Caddys buried nose-deep in a field like some 
sort of automotive Stonehenge. A little way west from here you'll pass the town of Adrian 
- the midway point on an end-to-end journey on Route 66. Brenda's Cafe is on the south 
side of the road, opposite the water tower proclaiming that you've made it halfway 





certainly adds another dimension to the same 
scenery a non-4x4 driver would be surveying 
from amid the Peterbilts on the interstate just 
a few miles away. 

We'd found a few other unpaved sections 
back in Oklahoma, where white Route 66 signs 
painted on the surface were still visible through 
the patches of gravel. These were much shorter 
and far less isolated than this, though - and the 
more time we spent in New Mexico, the more of 
these trails we found. 

A detour on one of these took us to Bandera 
Volcano and Ice Cave. Here, you can walk up to 
the top of the volcanic cone and gawp in awe at 
the crater below, before heading underground 
into an open cave where ice started forming 
3400 years ago - and has never melted since. 
Even in the heat of the New Mexico summer, the 
mass of the ice is such that the air temperature 
never gets above freezing. 

If that's not chilling enough, when we asked 
the woman at the ticket booth what we might 
see on the walk to the crater, she said 'bears.' 


decline of Route 66 within yards of the state 
line. Here, in the bleak little outpost of Glenrio, 
are the remains of the Last Motel in Texas / First 
Motel in Texas. Now, the buildings are being 
reclaimed by weeds, the cheerful sign that once 
welcomed tired drivers is derelict and the only 
life we saw was a trio of dogs, one with a tell-tale 
nose full of porcupine quills, who came to see if 
we were likely to throw them anything when we 
pulled over. 

Beyond here, the Wrangler came in to its own 
as the sealed surface petered out and Route 
66 became unpaved. It wasn't anything like 
the sort of terrain a 
Jeep of this calibre 
could tackle, but who 
cares? Miles of dusty, 
bumpy track wending 
its way through 
the wilderness, flat 
enough but rough 
and loose - great fun, 
and something that 


most visitors add their own contribution to the 
lurid graffiti covering the cars, so no two will 
ever see quite the same sight. 

By this stage, you'll have spotted the gigantic 
cross near Groom, which rises 1 90 feet above 
the surrounding plain. You might also have 
done what we did and stopped at the Big Texan, 
which first opened on Route 66 in 1 960 and has 
become famous for its 72oz steak. Eat it within 
an hour, and it's free: only about 20% of those 
who step up to the mark come away successful. 

As Texas gives way to New Mexico, just off 
the interstate there's a poignant insight into the 


The Painted Desert and Petrified Forest National Parks are basically 
one and the same - you drive through both without realising 
where one ends and the other begins. Leaving the tarmac here 
would get you a well deserved ticket; instead, explore it on foot 
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Compared to this, the Petrified Forest and 
Painted Desert National Parks are almost quite 
timid. They're no less beguiling for it, though, 
not least because they straddle the line of Route 
66, making them a gimme to visit. We actually 
vaulted beyond them to Holbrook for the night, 
retracing our steps the next morning via Bucket 
of Blood Street; a little research afterwards 
yielded the distinctly unnerving fact that this 
was named after a gunfight in 1 886. 

This was our last stop before the detour north 
to the Grand Canyon, but there was still one 
last rendezvous with Route 66 at Kingman. The 
road carries on to Los 
Angeles, but we had 
arranged to meet 
Ryan in Las Vegas 
and return his Jeep 
- giving him a fine 


excuse to hang out there for a few days before 
taking a road trip of his own back home, so this 
was to be where we bade it farewell. 

A Wrangler would be one of the last 4x4s 
you'd choose for thousands of miles on the 
highway, but as we rolled into Vegas we 
wouldn't have traded it for anything else. We 
hadn't needed to use low box, and its heavy- 
duty suspension wasn't pushed anywhere near 
its limits, but folding the top down and kicking 
up dust on the unpaved roads of the Midwest 
was an experience we'll never forget. 

People talk about doing Route 66 in a 
Corvette orThunderbird, or astride a Harley. 

But give me a Jeep anytime. I've driven extreme 
trails in many different countries, and in terms 
of off-roading this was among the tamest things 
I've done. But as a truly iconic 4x4 experience, I 
don't think it'll ever be beaten.

USING OUR ROADBOOKS 

Total Off-Road's unique roadbooks 
guide you through the British 
countryside on a mixture of surfaced 
and unsurfaced roads. The tracks 
we use are public rights of way, 
either Byways Open to All Traffic 
or Unclassified County Roads, all 
of them commonly referred to as 
green lanes. 

NAVIGATION 

We've deliberately made it as easy 
as possible to follow the route, 
using a mixture of instructions, tulip 
diagrams and grid references. We 
normally only include junctions at 
which you have to make a turning or 
don't have right of way, so Just stay 
on the main road or take the most 
straight-ahead option unless we tell 
you otherwise. 

If you're unfamiliar with six-figure 
grid references, you'll find a guide to 
using them on the legend of any OS 
map. Our aim is for you to be able to 
do the route without maps, but we 
do recommend having them. 

SAFETY 

The symbols on the first page of 
the roadbook advise you of how 
suitable it is for your vehicle. These 
are Just guidelines, however. We'll 
warn you of any hazards or difficult 
sections, but the nature of any 
green lane can change quickly. Wet 
weather can make a huge difference 
to the conditions underfoot, and 
what's wide open in winter can be 
tightly enclosed and scratchy in 
summer. The responsibility is yours! 

Our roadbooks are designed to 
be safe to drive in a solo vehicle, and 
are largely suitable for standard 4x4s 
on road tyres. We do recommend 
travelling in tandem wherever 
possible, however. The risk of getting 
stuck can be greater than it appears 
-and if you breakdown, having help 
at hand can make the difference 
between it being inconvenient and 
downright dangerous. 

RESPONSIBILITY 

Irresponsible driving is a massive 
problem on green lanes. In 
particular, you must always stay 
on the right of way. Never drive 
off it to play on the verges or 
surrounding land, even if you can 
see that someone else has; doing so 
is illegal and can be tremendously 
damaging, both to the land and to 
4x4 drivers' reputation. 

The fact that you can see where 
it's happened shows how much 
harm it does. It's no excuse to say 
you're Just following where another 
driver has already been. Most green 
laners have taken to videoing anyone 
they see behaving like this and 
passing the evidence to the police, 
which shows how much anger there 
is towards the criminal element. 


Elsewhere, simple common 
sense and courtesy should be your 
watchword. The do-and-don't list 
below should always be in your 
mind, but keep your speed down, 
be ready to pull over for others and 
make it your aim to show the world 
that 4x4 drivers aren't the hooligans 
they think we are. 

ANTIS 

Anti-4x4 bigotry does exist, but 
it's less common than you'd 
think. By and large, it's limited to 
organisations who Just want to get 
the countryside all to themselves. 

These organisations are beyond 
being reasoned with, but it's rare to 
encounter real hostility even from 
their rank-and-file members. If you're 
friendly towards the people with 
whom you share the countryside, 
the vast majority will respond in 
kind. There are always bad apples, 
but no more so than anywhere else. 

Likewise, most local residents 
will accept your presence if you're 
driving sensibly. What suspicion you 
do encounter is likely to be from 
people worried that you're there to 
steal from them, so be ready to offer 
a word of reassurance. Once satisfied 
that you're not after their quad bikes, 
their mood will lighten. 

It only takes one vandal to tarnish 
a person's view of all 4x4 drivers, and 
once the damage is done it tends to 
be permanent. But if enough of us 
resolve to be ambassadors, it might 
make a difference to the way we're 
perceived by society in general. 

DO'S&DONTS 

• Keep your speed right down 

• Pull over to let walkers, bikers and 
horse riders pass 

Don't travel in large convoys: 
split into smaller groups to avoid 
hassling others 

Leave gates as you found them 

• Don't drop litter 

• Don't go back to drive the fun 
bits, such as mud or fords, again 

• Scrupulously obey all closure and 
voluntary restraint notices 

• Don't cause a noise nuisance, 
particularly after dark 

• Ensure you have a right to be 
there. We research the routes 
on our roadbooks very carefully, 
but the status of any route can 
change without notice 

• Be prepared to turn back if the 
route is blocked, even illegally 

• If you find an illegal obstruction, 
notify the local authority 

• If someone challenges you, be 
firm but polite. Stay calm and 
don't get into a slagging match 

• Stick absolutely scrupulously to 
the right of way 

• You have as much of a right to 
be there as everyone else. Which 
of course means they have as
